As far as my experience has gone, 
and as far as I have learned, I consider 
that we, as Latter-day Saints, treat 
our callings lightly, do not appreciate 
them as we should; their importance 
does not sink into our hearts. If the 
eyes of the people were open to see 
things as they are, and to understand 
what the Lord is doing, what he re- 
quires of his Saints, and*the blessings 
that await and will attend the labors 
of those who are faithful in the dis- 
charge of their duties; if the people 
could understand these things, or, I 
will rather say, if the people would 
put themselves in a condition to 
understand them, for this is their 

rivilege, and they can by their 
faithfulness understand the things of 
God, they would act very differently. 
Many search after the things of eter- 
nity and the wisdom of God and godli- 
ness by their earthly wisdom and 
knowledge; but no one can find out 


God by the wisdom that they get here 


in this world. They may have all the 
understanding that books can give, 
and they may read the history of the 
creations and the sustaining of those 
creations, and the object ef the earth 
and the peopling of it; but without 
the Spirit of the Lord they do not 
understand it, it is like a mere matter 
of history of a country which they 
never saw, and they have but little or 
any conception of it. So itis with the 
things of God, and I hope and trust 
that our hearts will be right, so that 
we may receive the teachings of the 
Elders and be able to profit thereby, 
and treasure up truth in our hearts, 
that, when our Conference comes to a 
close, we can go from this place better

E appointed and called us to, than 
we were before we came here. 

Elder C. C. Rich felt pleased for 
the privilege of speaking on the prin- 
ciples of salvation, for nothing should 
be of so much importance to us as the 


subject of salvation. We were pre- 
paring for the coming of the Son of 

fan, when peace should reign on the 
earth, and the Saints were raising a 
posterity to assist in the great work 
preparatory to that event. God had 
revealed great and glorious principles 


the missions that God 
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in the “ge of the world in which we 
lived. This was a great privilege, and 
to carry them out in our lives should 
be a constant source of joy and satis- 
faction. If we loved the truth we 
should live it; we should not partake 
of that which was evil. Herein was 
our trial, but we should try to over- 
come. Good and evil were before us 
all the time, and it behoved us to 
resist the evil; when we resisted and 
had an eye to the glory of God, we 
were doing what we ought to do as his 
servants. We were proud to say that 
we were the Saints of tae Most High. 
God himself must be the dictator as to 
how his kingdom should be built up. 
This he had done from the beginning 
to the present time, and if we are 
willing as a people to be dictated by 
him through his servants, it would be 
unto us as a labor of love. Wherein 
we had come short of this in the past, 
we were now called upon to repent 
and do better. If we indulged in the 
thought that we were abundantly able 
to guide our own affairs, we should be 
woefully mistaken and fall short of the 
blessings we set out to ebtain. He 
rejoiced in coming to Conference, for 
it was here where the duties and re- 
quirements of the Saints were made 
known. The blessings of the Gospel 
were offered to us free, without money 
and without price, and unless we em- 
braced them on the terms proposed, 
we should be left without excuse, and 
the fault would be our own. He 
hoped to live long enough — receive 
every principle, and practically carry 
them out in his life, that God intended 
to reveal for our salvation. 

Elder Joseph F. Smith said it was a 
source of pleasure for bim to respond 
to the call from the servants of Ls 
whether in speaking or otherwise. He 
referred with thankfulness to the 
many deliverances that God had 
wrought out for us, as a people, from 
the machinations of our enemies. He 
could now discern the hand of God 
that was ever us as conspicuously as at 
any previous time. He had revealed 
his will through a holy angel, and 
sent ferth messengers to proclaim his 
Gospel to the nations, warn them 
of the judgments that were to be 


poured out among the nations of the 
earth. 
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He then rehearsed the dealings of 
God towards us as a people, in pre- 
serving and rescuing us from the 
hands of the wicked and the ungodly. 
The hate of the wicked and their 
desire to persecute the Saints was as 
great to-day as it ever existed in any 
age of the world. He did not fear, 
however, an open and avowed enemy, 
as the lurking, deceptive and apostate 
spirit in our own ranks; the weak- 
nesses and imperfections of our own 
nature, that were calculated to lead 
us astray from the truth, were far 
more to be dreaded than the outside 
enemy. Unless we were living in the 
line of our duties, and enjoying the 
Spirit of God, we were altogether inca- 

itated to receive and appreciate 
the instructions of the servants of 
God, no matter with how much power 
those instructions might be enforced. 
We had received the truth, we had 
embraced the Gospel, and received the 
Holy Ghost, but if we turned away 
and denied the light that we once 


there was no forgiveness in 
this li 


o or the life tocome. This was 
a doctrine tanght by the Savior himself. 
The antediluvians, who rejected the 
testimony of Noah and others, and 
who on account of their wickedness 
were destroyed by the flood, after 
suffering in the spirit in prison for 
many ages, until the law of God was 
satisfied, Jesus, after he was crucified 
went and preached to, and unfulded 
to them the plan of salvation, that 
they might have an opportunity of 
embracing the Gospel and receiving 
an exaltation. This doctrine, though 
not understood in the world, was 
clearly taught in the Bible. 

After a few words of earnest ex- 
hortation to the Elders of Israel, he 
concluded by reference to one who had 
recently left us, but whose example 
would live for ever, meaning Prest. 
Geo. A. Smith.

Elder F. M. Lyman loved the coun- 
try and the people who lived here, for 
this was the place where God would 
have us to be. God had bestowed his 
Priesthood upon bis servants for the 
purpose of preaching and proclaiming 
the Gospel to the people, and this 
Gespel had not only to be taught, but 
to be practised and lived up to in our 
lives. We had partaken of the fruits 
of the Gospel and we could not deny 
it. Theory alone would not do, but 
we must practise it. We must learn 
to love the kingdom of God more than 
= yon We must love it more 
than our lives, our property, oura 
tite, and all things — ng 
should take pleasure in building u 
the kingdom of God acceptably. We 
must make it an individual work, and 
it required every man to become what 
he ought to be. Then union would 
grow and increase in our midst. We 
need not fear any outside influences, 
Our only fear was from our own selv 
in not keeping the commandments o 
God. We must be honest, sober, and 
attend to every other duty, so that 
we could work out ovr own salvation. 
It was not enough for the Twelve 
Apostles to live their religion. They 
were only working out their own salva- 
tion. He felt more particularly anx- 
ious to save himself, for that was the 
most important business he had to 
attend to. This therefore was an in 
dividual work, and if each one would 
begin to reform himself, the work of 
reformation would be general. 

He then bore testimony to Joseph 


Smith being a Prophet of God, and 
President Brigham Young his lawful 
successor 


&o. 

Elder R. V. Morris had been absent 
on à mission to d nearly two 
ears, during which time he had 
bored mostly in the midland counties. 
He had baptized nearly thirty persons 
during his stay there. Some of them 
were here to-day, and he hoped they 
weuld live their religion, and endeavor 
to become acquainted with God and 

his ways. 


He believed there was ample room 
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for the faithful labors of the Elders 
of Israel in that country. In many 
places where he had visited, of several 
thousand inhabitants, the Gospel had 
not been preached for ten years. 
He returned here yesterday with a 
company of emigrants from the old 
countries, and he hoped they would 
not expect to find perfection in Zion, 
for every Elder had his own weak- 
nesses here as in other countries; but 
if we sought for the Spirit of God ta 
uide us, and were true and faithful 
in our duties, there‘ was no danger of 
our going astray. It did not matter 
what kind of labor, or in what country 
we might be sent to, if we enjoyed the 
spirit of our calling we should be 


happy, and enabled te do good. 


Ider John Squires felt truly thank- 
ful to have the privilege of again 
returning to his home and friends in 
these valleys of the mountains. He 
also felt thankful to his brethren and 
to his Heavenly Father for sending 


bim on a mission. He had been made 


happy many times while away from 
here, by realizing the hand of God 
being continually over him. He de- 


sired to continue to be an humble 


instrument in the hands of God in 
devoting the residue of his days to the 
building up of the kingdom of God, 
and to be a blessing to his family and 
friends. 

He exhorted the Saints to be one in 
all things, for it was the work of God, 
and to ley aside selfishness and to do 
what we could to build up the king 
dem of God. 

Elder George Q. Cannon said it was 
very interesting to listen to the testi- 
mony of the Elders who had just 
returned from their missions. It was 
easy to judge of their usefulness 
abroad by the spirit they made mani- 
fest on their return. ere was no 
labor under the sun that was at all 
comparable with that of the labor of 
an Elder in Israel, while preachin 
the Gospel without purse or scrip. 1 
faithful to God and his Priesthood, 
there was a joy and satisfaction at- 
tending him that the world knew 
nothing about. Even should he meet 
with persecution and perchance be 
cast into prison, it did not diminish 
his joy. This feeling was also ex- 
perienced by all those who have made 


a covenant with God, and lived ac- 
cording to the requirements of the 


e then sons the gradual 
straying into by and forbidden paths, 
which if indulged in would inevitably 
result in total apostacy. Ne man 
could stand in the Church if he were 
a hypocrite, or indulged in iniquity 
for his sins would sooner or later fin 
him out, hence the necessity for 
pruning the Church occasionally, by 
cutting off the dead branches. The 
adversary seemed to have brought to 
bear against this people every conceiv- 
able bait that was possible to lead the 
people astray, but none of which was 
half so much to be dreaded, as the 
dullness and stupidity and darkness 
that had settled down upon the Elders 
of Israel. He then spoke of the rapid 
development of Utah Territory. at 
it was to-day was due to the industry 
and labor of the Saints, accompanied 
by the blessing of God. If God had 
not raised up Joseph Smith, no such 
office would have been created as the 
Governor of Utah. The object we 
had in settling these valleys was to 
secure lasting homes for ourselves, 
and also lay a foundation for the 
homes of others who might come 
here from every nation under heaven. 

After speaking of the attempts fre- 
quently made upon us by our enemies, 
to deprive us of our rights and con- 
stitutional liberties, he said our posi- 
tion therefore was one of preservation 
and defence, not ef aggression. We 
must plainly see the necessity of look- 
ing well after our own interest by 
carrying out a selfsustaining poliey 
though many, through their selfish- 
ness, had thrown every obstacle in 
the way to prevent a union of in- 
terests among the Saints. There was 
only one way. for us to insure the 
blessing of Ged upon us, and that was 
for us to be willing to do whatever the 
servants of God might dictate to 14 
let it be what it might. God had 1 
his servant Brigham for many y 
and he would continue te do so, an 
if we would follow his counsels we 
weuld prosper. 

President B. Young made a few re- 
marks.

President D. H. Wells — a com- 
parison between the past and present 
condition and number of the Saints 
and the country they inhabit. The 
Lord made no mistake when he com- 
menced this work. There were but 
very few at the start, and now the 
Saints number a great many thou- 
sands, occupying hundreds of settle- 
ments. The Temple of tke Lord in 
St. Geerge was progressing very fa- 
vorably. It seemed to have sprung 
Ainto existence with great rapidity. 
The Saints of God are increasing and 
multiplying very fast and we should 
stand shoulder to shoulder for the 
rule of peace and righteousness. All 
we had to do was to render obedience 
to the voice of the Lord. The word 
of the Lord some time ago to the 
United States through Joseph Smith 
the Prophet, was fur tbem to abolish 
slavery, and their owners to receive 
compensation for them out of the 
U. 8. Treasury. This would not 
have cost the Government near 30 
much as the war, and would have 
saved the shedding of rivers of blood. 
The word of the Lord always came 
through the channel of the Holy 
Priesthood. It was the duty and 
privilege of all presiding men in 

is kingdom to have the mind and 
will of God pertaining to those over 
whom they presided. God had 
spoken from the heavens, and sent 
his servants to warn the people to 
flee from the wrath to come. We 
as a people*had got the faith of the 
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Holy Gospel, and yet many of us 
had gone astray, and were now called 
upon to reform our lives, repent of 
all our t errors and sins, be 
rebaptized for the remission of them, 
and get a renewal of the Holy Ghost. 
Wherein we had injured our neighbors, 
we should make restitution, and re- 
move every obstacle out of the way, 
so that we could partake of the 
Sacrament worthily. Unless our re- 
pentance were true and genuine, we 
should never offer ourselves for re- 
baptism, for it would be solemn 
mockery before God, and would sink 
us deeper under condemnation. W, 
could not stand still in this work. We 
must either go backward or progress. 
We had to be united and resist the 
encroachments of the enemy. It was 
a gratifying fact, of which he wished 
to bear testimony, that the majority 
of this people were for God aud his 
Kingdom. A _ constant stream of 
revelation was continually flowing, 
and had been for many years past, 
aud it was for us to observe it as it 
came along, so that we might not be 
left bebind. We must not swerve to 
the right hand nor the left, but pursue 


a straight and onward course, that we 


might finally be saved in the kingdom 
of God. We must not trifle with 
the covenants we had made with the 
Lord, but be uuited as the heart of 
one man. 

President B. Young gave ‘‘A Word 
to Employers,” as follows— 

Let your men come to Conference. 
I have always said to my men, and [ 
have a great many around me, Don't 
you let any business keep you from 
these meetings.” Carpenters, joiners, 
masons, and every other trade, mer- 
chants among the rest, take your turn, 
and at meeting time in the morning 
part of you come here, and then in 
the afternoon change, and try and 
attend these meetings.

Elder Robert Burton said since his 
return from a foreign mission he had 
mingled with and spoken to a great 
many Latter-day Saints, from Idaho 
in the north to St. George in the south. 
We, who had the privilege of receivin 
the great and glerious principles o 
salvatien, should be willing, under 
all and every circumstance, to make 
all things else secondary. Until God 
servant Joseph, revealed 
the plan of life, we were, one and all, 
both priest and people, entirely igno- 
rant of the Gespel. When we first 
received this message we embraced it 
cheerfully, and the war commenced, 
for we were mostly cast out by our 
friends, who turned their backs upon 
us. Every other religion could be 
enjoyed without molestation, but the 
moment we embraced the great truths 
of God, our Father in heaven, the 
war commenced, and no matter how 
unimpeachable our characters, our 
names were cast out as evil. This 
result was by no means remarkable 
fer it had been so in all ages when God 
had inspired servants upon the earth 
to carry out his great plan. When 
the Saints of God began to be slack in 
their duties and to neglect the things 
of the kingdom, the Lord had a way 
to wake them up. He was feelin 
after ns by the preached word, throug 
his servants, and calling upon us to 

repare for the coming of the Son of 
an. 

He spoke of our ha experience 
when we first — — — 
and how devoted we were to the cause 
we had espoused. But, from the 
present condition of things, he some- 
times thought we had forgotten the 
great object we at first started out to 
ebtain. In material progress he was 
willing to admit we had made strikin 
advancement, but, underlying al 
this, was the moral status, which fell 
far short of what it onghtto be. We 
should catechise ourselves, and where- 
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in we found ourselves deficient we 
sheuld reform our lives. 

He then spoke of the time and 
circumstances connected with the 
death of the Prophet Joseph, and 
bore testimony to hearing the voice 
of the good shepherd, when Prest. 
Young spoke from the stand with the 
voice of Joseph, who had been pre- 
viously killed. 

Union was one of the most con- 
spicuous elements that must exist. 
among the Saints, in the last days. 
How long would it be befere we 
entered into that united order of 
things that would cement us together 
as one people. For this pur we 
were brought here, and for this pur- 
pose had the Lord tempered the ele- 
ments and caused the barren and waste 
places to become fruitful. But many 
of us had become disobedient an 
selfish and careless, and the servants. 
of God had called upon us to repent 
and reform, renew our covenants by 
rebaptism, and continue faithful to 
the requirements of heaven to the end. 

Elder John Henry Smith was 
pleased to hear the servants of God 
trying to wake up the sluggards from 
their lethargy. There was much todo 
in this kingdom, and many of our 
aged brethren were fast passing awa 
but he felt bimself to do all he — 
to hold up their hands, and though 
many of our young people were 
taking a wrong course, taking a. 
downward road, he proposed by the 
help of God to go onward and en- 
deavor to do honor to the C 
that gave him birth. The men who 
stood at our head had got the Priest- 
hood and were able to build up the 
kingdom of God. He knew them 
to men of God. He called on 
all present, and especially the youn 
men and women, to honor their reli- 
gion. He proposed to go’ steadily 
along under the guidance of the ser- 


vants of God, whether to go on a 
mission, to work in the field, in the 
cafion, or anywhere else, if God 


would help him. He had enjoyed 
himself much on his short mission. 


At was no sacrifice for bim to preach 


or to do anything else in the kingdom

Elder M. H. Hardy gave a brief 
account of a short mission to England. 
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He rejoiced in his labors. On bis way 
home he had visited his native State, 
New England, traced back the line of 
his father’s house for two hundred 
years, distributed tracts, Ko., while 
in that neighborhood, and baptized 
three persons. He returned home, 
and resumed his duties in the school 
room. He knew he was engaged in 
the work of God. 

Bishop Henry Hughes had recently 


returned from a mission to Wales. He 


felt thankful to return home again. 
He appreciated it more than ever. If 
many others were to go away for a 
season, he thought it would be less 
trouble to unite the people than at the

Elder B. H. Watts thought this was 
the choicest spot on the face of the 
earth.

Bx not forgetful to entertain strangers: for thereby some have entertained 
angels unawares.” It was no uncommon thing, during the first four thousand 
years of the world’s history, for angels to visit our sublunary sphere and make 
themselves familiar with facts and men. Now angels are personages of taber- 
nacle, they have bodies of spirit, flesh and bones which their perfect spirits 
animate. All heavenly personages who have visited our earth have not received 
their bodies from the elements of this planet. God the eternal Father isa 
personage of tabernacle—or, in other words, he has a tangible body of spirit, 
flesh and bones, the same as the Son. He did not obtain that body from this 
earth. The Savior when in this world did nothing but what he had seen His 
Father do in another world! There are many creations in the universe. 
Millions of inhabited worlds, redeemed and exalted. Many like our own, now 
passing through their probation. 

‘*Cherubims, and a flaming sword which turned every way to keep the way 
of the tree of life, were placed at the east of the Garden of Eden.” 

The Lord and two angels appeared unto Abraham in the plains of Mamre, as 
three men, Abraham bad a calf killed and dressed, and set it before them, 
“and they did eat. They promised Abraham a son by his wife Sarah. The 
Lord said, he would not destroy Sodom if he found ten righteous persons in 
the city.

The angel of the Lord appeared unto Moses in the burning bush, and sent 
him to deliver Israel from Egyptiaa bondage. 

An angel appeared unte Gideon as he thrashed wheat by the winepress, and 
aid, The Lord is with thee thou mighty man of valor. Go in this thy 
might, and thou shalt save Israel from the hand of the Midianites.” 

An angel appeared unto Joshua by Jericho, with his sword drawn in his 
hand.” And Joshua went unto him, and said, Art thou for us or for our 
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adversaries? And he said, Nay ; but as captain of the host of the Lord am I 
come. 

An angel appeared to Manoah’s wife and promised her à son, (Samson) then 
he appeared unto Manoah and said unto him, Of all that I said unto the 
woman let her beware. Sbe may not eat of any thing that cometh of the vine, 
neither let her drink wine or strong drink, nor eat any unclean thing.” At 
the sacrifice the angel did wonderously,” and ‘‘ when the flame went up 
toward heaven from off the altar, the angel of the Lord ascended in the flame 
of the altar.” 

An angel announced the birth of the Savior to the Shepherds. And the 
angel said unto them, ‘‘Fear not: for, behold, I bring you good tidings of 
great joy, which shall be toall people. For unto you is born this day in the 
city of David a Savior, which is Christ the Lord.“ And suddenly there was 
with the augel a multitude of the heavenly host praising God, and saying, 
Glory to God in the highest, and on earth peace, good will towards men.” 

Angels appeared to Jesus, and ministered unto Him, when in the wilderness. 
Moses and Elias appeared unto Him, when he was transfigured on the Mount 
before Peter, James and John. Also in the Garden of Gethemane ‘there 
appeared an angel unto Him from heaven, strengthening Him.” Angels 
visited His sepulchre on the morning of His resurrection, and said to Mary, 
He is risen /” And angels also stood on Mount Olivet at the time of his 
glorious ascension into heaven and said unto His disciples, ‘‘ Ye men of Gali- 
lee, why stand ye, gazing up into heaven? this same Jesus, which is taken up, 
from you into heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have seen Him go 
into heaven.” 


An angel visited St. Peter when in prison, and he smote Peter on the . 


side, and raised him up, saying, Arise up quickly. And his chains fell off 
from his hands. And the angel said unto him, Gird thyself, and bind on 
thy sandles ; Cast thy garment about thee, and follow me.“ And they went 
out, and passed on through one street; and forthwith the angel departed from 
him.“ Our Savior appeared from heaven to Saul (Paul) and said, I am 
Jesus whom thou persecutest.“ Arise, and go into the city, and it shall be 
told thee what thou must do.” a 

A holy angel revealed the great truths contained in the Apocalypse to John 
the Divine, on the Isle of Patmos. When John “fell at his feet to worship 
him, he said—See thou do it not : Iam thy fellow servant, and of thy brethren 
that have the testimony of Jesus worship God, for the testimony of Jesus is 

pirit of prophecy.” 

Angels are heaven’s ambassadors to earth. They travel through space, the 
law of gravitation does not effect them. They are clothed with power and by 
their Priesthood they minister to the children of men. They can appear in 
glory or without it. 

Two celestial personagesjjappearedj tojfjJoseph Smith, then being in his 
fifteenthiyear.ys He desired to knowihow to serve the Lord, and in answer to 
his, prayerjjtheyjfappearedgjunto him. In his own words, When the light 
rested upon me I saw two personages, whose brightness and glory defy all 
description, standing above me in the air. One of them spake unte me, calling 
me by name, and said, (pointing to the other)—‘ This is my beloved son, hear 
Him.’” An angel, Moroni, delivered the plates from which was translated 
the Book of Mormon, into his hands Sept. 22, 1827. An angel, John the 
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Baptist, ordained Joseph Smith and Oliver Cowdery to the Aaronic Priesthood, 
May 15, 1829. He said, ‘‘ Upon you my fellow servants, in the name of 
Messiah, I confer the Priesthood of Aaron, which holds the keys of the min- 
istering of angels, and of the Gospel of repentance, and of baptism by immer- 
sion for the remission of sins ; and this shall never be taken again from the 
earth, until the sons of Levi do offer again an offering unto the Lord in right- 
eousness.” Three angels, Peter, James and John, ministered unto them as 
it is written, And also with Peter, and James, and John, whom I have sent 
unto you, by whom I have ordained you and confirmed you to be Apostles, 
and especial witnesses of my name.” (D. & C., sec. 50.) 

If these three Apostles were not resurrected how could they lay on hands 
and ordain men to the Melchisedec Priesthood? Jesus is the ‘‘ resurrection 
and the life;” His servants will participate in the blessings secured by His 
atonement. 

How terrible is sin. The direful effects of the fall were soon painfully mani- 
fested after Adam and Eve were driven from the Garden of Eden, and shut out 
from the presence of their Maker. Cain, the first bern of woman kills his 
brother. What a punishment for our first parents. Abel is dead and he cannot 
be restored to life. What did he do that he should be ruthlessly slain by his 
brother? He worshiped God in His own appointed way. 

„And in process of time it came to pass, that Cain brought of the fruit of 
the ground an offering unto the Lord. And Abel, he also brought of the first- 
lings of his flock and of the fat thereof. And the Lord had respect unto 
Abel and to his offering : But unto Cain, and to his offering he had not respect. 
And Cain was very wroth and his countenance fell. And the Lord said unto 
Cain, Why art thou wroth? and why is thy countenance fallen? If 
theu doest well, shalt thou not be accepted? and if thou doest not well sin 
lieth at the door.” And the Lord set a mark upon Cain.” Cain's offering 
was not accepted for he was transgressing the commandment of the Lord, as 
Abel was observing it. 

And Adam called upon the name of the Lord, and Eve also, his wife, and 
they heard the voice of the Lord from the way towards the garden of Eden, 
speaking unto them, and they saw Him not, for they were shut out from his 
presence. And he gave unto them commandment, that they should worship 
the Lord their God, and should offer the firstlings of their flock, for an offering 
unto the Lord. And Adam was obedient unto the commandments of the 
Lord.

And in that day the Holyj Ghost fell 
upon Adam, which bore record of the Father, and the Son, saying I am Jesus 
Christ from the beginning, henceferth and for ever, that as thou hast fallen 
thou mayest be redeemed ; and all mankind, even as many as will. And in that 
day Adam blessed God and was filled, and began to prophesy concerning all 
the families of the earth: blessed be the name of God for my transgression, 
for in this life I shall have joy, and again in my flesh I shall see§God ?” 
(Pearl Great Price.) 
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Thorns and briers—poisonous insects—ugly reptiles—pestilence, famine and 
tornadoes—the thousand diseases that afflict mankind—the black skin—hatred, 
pride, revenge, murder—all the evil passions of the human heart are the 
effects of sin. From the beginning the wicked have been persecuting the

Satan, that great enemy of souls, who was cast out from the dwelling-place of 
God, with the third part of the spirits in heaven, that rebelled with him 
against the authority and laws of the eternal Father, all of whom goeth about 
as roaring lions seeking whom they may devour, will have no power over 
them, for they are saved. Who are the righteous? They are they who keep 
the commandments of God, having faith in the atonement of Christ—they 
obey the everlasting Gospel, and conform in all points to the requirements of 
the celestial law.

For the day cometh that the Lord shall 
utter his voice out of heaven; the heavens shall shake and the earth shall 
tremble, and the tramp of God shall sound long and loud, and shall say to the 

sleeping nations, ye Salxrs arise and live; ye sinners stay and sleep until I 
shall call again.” (D. & C., 14, 5.)

A committee ef citizens, 
Hon. Geo. Q. Cannon, chairman, were appeinted by the City Council to extend 
the hospitality of the Queen City of the West to the illustrious visitor, whe 
accordingly went te Ogden, with many friends, to meet him. Another com- 
mittee however, had also been organized by the feudal element of Utah, who, 
in order to “‘ out-do” the ‘“‘ Mormons,” appear te have gone beyond the legiti- 
mate limits of courtesy and patriotism, for they went out so far as Echo canon 
to do him honor,” and to secure him as their special guest. All things how- 
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ever passed off very pleasantly, and the greatest harmony prevailed, so far as 
the President, wife, and friends were concerned.
